A  l«OUT  the  year  1146.  upon  the  rejirelentation  of  the  ce. 
r\  Icbratcd  l:^e ter.  Lombard,  w'ho  was  afterwards  bUhop  of 
l\iiis,  Lewis  VH.  thought  it  a  matter  of  conlcience  to  give 
an  example  of  fiibmilfion  to  the  commands  of  tjie  bifhops  on 
the  liihject  of  long  hair  j  he  did  not  only  fhorten  that,  but 
even  his  beard.  Leonora  of  Acquitaine,  a  vivaclousi 

llighty,  jocofe  princefs,  whom  he  had  married,  rallied*  him 
upon  his  ihort.hair  and  fliaven  chin:  he  devoutly  replied  to 
b^r,  that  til ofe  things  were  not  to  be  jciled  .frith.  ^  A  woman 
wiio  once  begins  to  find  her  hufband  ridiculous,  feldom  hefi- 
iHtcs  aliout  affairs  of  gallantry,  if  flie  has  the  leaf!  turn 
(iiat  %vay.  Leonora  had  ;a  pleafure  in  the  love  and  afiiduities 
of  the  prince  of  Antioch.  Lewis  VII.. perceived  it,  and  repent* 
ed  having  carried  her  into  Syria.  ,  Upon  his  return  from  the 
croiftde,  he  upbraided  her  in  the  niarpefi  manner  :  (he  re¬ 
plied  with  much'hauglitiiiefs,  and  concluded  with  propofing 
a  divorce  to  him  ;  adding,  that  Ihe  knew  how  to  procure  one, 
as  a  trick  had  he£n  put  upon  her  ;  Jor  that  Jhe  thought  to  havi 
nuirried  a  prince,  and  Jbe  had  vsedded  nothing  but  a'  monk* 
The  mifunderftandinjg  between  them  unhappily  increaled, 
and  their  marriage  w^as  difiblved.  Six  weeks  after  fhe  was 
^r|>oufed  to  Henry  duke  of  Normandy,  count  of  Anjou,  and 
afterwards  king  of  England,  who  obtained  with  her  by  way 
of  dower,  Poi<ftou  and  Guyciinc.  Hence  aroie  thole  wars 
winch  ravaged  France  three  ,  hundred  years*  Upwards  of 
three  millions  of  Frenchmen  perUlied,  because  an  archbilhop 
was  olFended  with  long  hair:  becaule  a  king' had  cut  his 
hair,  and  fiiaved  his  head  ;  and;  l^aufe  his  wife  looked  upon 
him  a§  ridiculous  .with  his  fhort  hair  and  lhaven  chin. 

•  Francis  1.  having  been  wounded  on  Kpiphany’s.day,  1321, 
by  a  firebrand  carelcfsly  thrown  from  a  window.  Was  obliged 
to  have  his  hair  cut  oft.  Fearful  lead  he  (tiould  Iwve  the  air 
of  a  monk,  with- the  hood  of  that  time,  bis  head.fhaved,  and 
no  beard,  he  thought. of  wearjng  a  hat,  and  letting^bis  beard 
^row.  Long  beards  then  once  more  l>ecame  a  falliion,  and 
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condnurd  fb  during  tlie  reigns  of  Henry  II.  Francis  lit 
ChJlrles  IX.  and  Henry  HI. 

In  I  526,  Francis  ()livier,  who  was  afterwards  chancellor, 
could  not  be  admitted  niaftcr  of  rcquefts  in.  parliament,  wiih-i 
out  having  his’ long  beard  flnved,  %J  he  vjmied  to  ajfhji  at  thi 
pleadbi-^s,  Peter  Lciich,  in  1536,  being  appointed  to  a  canon- 
fliip  of  Notre  Dame,  the  canoas  objecicil  for  a  very  conlider- 
able  time  againfl  his  long  beard,  but  confenied  at  laft  that  he 
llionld  be  received  witliout  having  it  cut  otf’,  though  this  lu as 
dcro  jatiug  from  the  jlatutes  of  the  church.  I’hefe.  two  ex¬ 
amples  demondrate,  that  every  body  in  France,  except  eccie- 
liaftics  and  magid rates,  then  wore  long  beards.  *It  muji  have 
been  very' pleisfant,  fays  the  abbe  de  St  Ileal  (upon  the  Ule  of 
Hidory,  Dlfc.  V.)  to  fee  all  the  gay  and  ivarlikc  youths  of  thi 
court  of  Francis  1.  with  as  long  hoards  as  they  could  pojfihlf 
havfy  whrljl  the  gentlemen  of  the  grand  chamber  veer e  jhaved^ 
as  the  minions  of  Henry  111.  were  ajterveards.  The  abbe  dc 
St  Real  is  mitlaken:  the  dukes  of  Joyeufe,  d'Kpernon,  ^ticlles, 
and  Si  Alagrin,  with  other  courtiers,  or  minions  of  Henry*  JIl, 
were  not  fliaved  ;  it  is  certain,  that  they  wore  long  beards,  as 
was  done  in  the  reign  of  Francis  1.  and  Henry  II.  As  to  the 
Ih.ived  chins  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  grand  chamber,  tbde 
are  my  fentiments  :  NVe  have  feen  that  Lewis  VII.  left  off 
wearing  a  long  beard  about  the  year  1 146,  and  that  it  became 
a  fafhioU  again  in  1521.  The  parliament  were  douBtlels  of 
opinion,  that  they  ought  not  to  conform  to  this  mode^  whicH 
was  at  firO:  followed  by  none  but  courtiers, ’as  it  would  havft 
been  afiecting  ihclr  airs  ;  and  iu  thofe  times  a  magiffraie  who 
effetflcd  the  court  fitliion«,  and  was  often  fern  there]  wal 
fhmight  to  be  fold,  or  ready  to  fell  hiuifeU  for  favours.*  The 
king's  (ervants,  iu  the  relgu  ofHrnry.II.-  having  repreftnted- 
to  the  ch.imhcrs  adcnildcd,  that  certain  officers  belonging  to 
the  parliament  had  appeared  too  bufy  at  the  Louvtc,*  all  raa- 
giflrates  wore  ff)rl>id  to  niiohd  the  king  or  his'minifters  with^ 
nut  leave,  that  they  .might  not  come  to  plav  the  courtier  Otnoti^ 
magijf rates y  after  having  been  afting  the  magifirates  antoH^ 
courtier 

111  ihe  reign  of  TIeniy’  the  heard  was  fliortenrd  ;  it  was 
wui  n  only  three  fingers  in  length,  in  the  fhape  of  a  fan^roaiHK 
ed  and  fet  oil*  with  two  long  ItilF  whi/kers,  in  the  manner  oft 
cai^s  l>eard.  Afterwards,  only  the  two  whilkers  were  retaitt^ 
ed,  with  a  little  toupee  of  hair  in  the  middle,  and  quit^  round 
the  nnder  lip.  INIarlhal  Baflbmpiere  faid,  that  all  the  altera- 
tkm  he  had  found  in  the  world  after  twelve  years  imprifbtll 
iiuni.  w.is,  that  the  men  had  loll  their  beards,  aiid  the  horfei

ihcir  tails.  The  royal  was  for  ^  confiderable  time  fbe:  fa/hion^^

!  >  th.ic  amazing  pcrJcctio'n,  which  could  fcarce  be  conceived 
MU*  diect  of  a  tingle  reign,  aboliihed  the  barbarifins  of  drefs, 

I  td  iiiiroduced  that  falhiuii,  which,  with  foine  trifling  changes^ 
l:a>  ever  fnue  fuhlifled,  not  only  in  France,  but  in  every  po« 
li  t!  ])ai  t  of  Europe. 

it  ^vas  the  maxim  of  that  great  and  all-grafping  flatefman^ 
that  the  Ihrell  means  of  paving  the  way  for  univer^^ 
t.tl  inoiia.'chy,  was  to  render  the  French  language  and  fafliions 
]  ivvalcnt  throughout  Europe  :*  their  academicians  were  em^ 
])}oycd  to  purify  and  correct  the  firft,  in  order  to  bring  it  to 
t.iat  degree  of  perfetflion  it  hath  nbw  attained  :  a  more  nu-‘ 

1  cK  us  body  of  the  people  in  France,  the  petit  nicitres,  were

’e.cir  fa.'hlons.  In  both  refpeets,  Colbert^s  fcheme  has  fuc-

low  ing  attempts  upon  a  fubjet^t,  feldozn  handled,  unworthy  of 
a  place  in  your  Magazine. 

As  the  human  mind  is  never  better  difplayed  than  when  ic 
exjirefles  a  great  deal  in  a  few  words  ;  fo  a  device  that  happi* , 
ly  reprefents  what  is  intended  to  be  communicated,  appears  ta 
me  vvurthy  of  approbation.  In  this  opinion  I  have  thrown  to*’ 
get  her  the  following  examples.  .

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ji;i  account  of  the  Poifhned  Arrows,  ufed  by  the  North  Ameii* 

can  Indians :  from  Mr  iiaiicroft’s  account  of  Guiana. 

j^HE  poifon  arrows  are  made  from  fplinters  of  the  hard, 

1.  lolid,  outer  fubltance  of  the  Cokaritu  tree,*  and  are  ufu- 
ally  about  twelve  inches  in  length,  and  (omewhac  larger  than 
a  coarfe  knitriag  needle.  One  end  of  the  arrow*  is  formed  in¬ 
to  a  (harp  j>oint,  and  invenomed  in  the  poUoii  of  Woorara; 
round  the  otlicr  end  is  wound  a  roll  of  cotton,  adapted  to  the 
cavity  of  the  reed  through  which  the  arrow  is  to  be  blown. 
The  arrow,  thus  decked  and  armed  for  deltruction,  is  infertej 
into  a  hollo»>fcltraight  reed,  leveral  feet  in  length,  which  being 
directc  d  lo  varjs  tne  object,  the  arrow  is,  hy*a  fugle  blalt  of 
air  from  the  lungs,  protruded  through  the  cavity  of  the  reed, 
:iinl  Uies,  with  great  fwiftnefs  and  unerring  certainty,  the  dif- 
taucc  of  thirty  or  forty  yards^  conveying  fpeedy  and  inevitable 
death  to  the  animal  from  which  it  draws  blood.  Blowing 
tiiefe  arrow  s  is  the  princ  ipal  excrcifc  of  the  Indians  from  their 
ciiiidiiood;  and,  by  long  ufe  and  habitude,  they  acquire  a  de¬ 
gree  of  dexterity  and  exaolncfs  at  this  exerrife,  which  is  ini- 
iiuiable  by  an  European,  and  alinolt  incredible. 

Monlleur  de  la  Condaininc  mentions  a  fpecics  of  poifoned 
arrows  ufed  by  the  Indians  inhabiting  the  fhores  of  the  river  of 
Amazons,  which  are  niniiar  to  ihofe  ufed  by  the  Indians  on 
the  coati  of  Guiana ;  and  the  poifon  with  which  they  are  in- 
vcnonied  probably  agrees  in  its  principal  ingredients  with  thofc 
which  enter  the  compolition  of  the  poifon  of  Woorara,  which 
is  fo  called  from  a  Aibbee  of  that  name,  which  is  its  principal 
ingredient.  iVl.  de  l.t  Condamine  was,  indeed,  informed,  that 
the  jwifon  of  the  Ticunas  tribe,  w  hich  \vi.s  the  moft  **.'^cemcd 
among  the  diiferent  nations  of  Indians  near  the  river  JVlaranon, 
was  compounded  trom  more  than  thirty  different  kinds  of 
rams  and  herbs;  whereas  that  of  the  Accawan  Indians,  who 
are  here  confefledly  the  moll  (kilful  in  thefc  lethiferous  pre* 
parations,  contains  only  live  ingredients  ;  though  the  other  na¬ 
tions,  paj  ticularly  the  Arrowauks,  make  feveral  whinifica]  ad¬ 
ditions,  among  wdiich  arc  the  teeth  and  livers  of  venemoos 
fnakes,  and  red  pepper,  which  laft  may  perhaps  ferve  to  aug- 
meat  its  activity.  The  Worrows  iikewile  add  feveral  frivo- 
loiis  articles,  probably  in  obedience  to  the  inllruc^tions  of  tbdr^ 
anccllors,  to  which  they  fupcrffitiouily  adhere.  But  the  ig¬ 
norant  arc  ever  fond  of  ajnalling  a  farrago  of  ingredients  in 
compolition,  abfurdiy  expecting  thereby  to  obtain  the  end  de- 
fired  with  more  certainty;  and  the  fupcrfinoiis  articles,  adch?di 
by  the  Arrowauks  to  the  Indian  poifon,  arc  not  more  whun®* 
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cil  flian  many  ingredients  which  once  entered  the  hotch* 
p  li  o'fK  inal  conipoiitions  of  pharmacy. 

riic  follnwiiig  is  the  receipt  by  which  the  Accawauk  arrow 
pnhii  is  iifi.ally  prepared,  and  which  I  have  procured  from 
rrvrnl  of  I  heir  pieii’s,  or  phyficians,  at  different  limes,  who  all 
f\i.  tly  agreed  in  the  number  and  identity  of  the  ingredients, 
hit  with  (nine  variation  in  their  quantities,  which,  indeed, 
tlu  v  have  no  method  of  cither  exprelTmg  or  afeertaining  with 
(\ACi  nefs. 

'J'ake  of  the  bark  of  the  root  of  Woorora,  fix  parts; 

Of  the  bark  of  Warracobacoura,  two  parts; 

Of  the  bark  of  the  roots  of  Couranapi,  Bakcti,  and  Hatcliy* 
baly,  of  each  one  part : 

All  thefe  are  to  be  finely  feraped,  and  put  into  an  Indian  pot, 
aiiJ  covered  with  water.  The  pot  is  then  to  be  placed  over 
^  il )  V  Hre,  that  the  water  my  fimmer  for  a  quarter  of  an 
after  which  the  juice  is  to  be  preffed  from  the  bark  by 
tlie  hands,  taking  care  that  the  (kin  is  unbroken:  this  being 
)ne,  the  bark  is  to  be  thrown  away,  and  the  juice  evaporated 
over  a  moderate  fire  to  the  confidence  of  tar,  when  it  is  to 
k*  removed,  and  flat  pieces  of  the  wood  of  Cokarito  are  dipped 
dicK  in,  to  which  the  poifon,  when  cold,'  adheres,  appearing 
like  a  gum  of  a  brown  reddifh  colour.  The  pieces  of  -  wood 
3re  then  pm  into  large  hollow  canes,  doled  at  the  ends  with, 
l^ins,  and  in  this  manner  the  poifon  is  preferved  until  it  is 
"anted  to  iiivenom  the  point  of  an  arrow,  at  which  time  it  is 
either  dillblvcd  in  water,  and  the  points  of  arrows  dipped  in 
tbc  folution,  or  the  wood  to  which  it  adheres  is  held  over  the 
li  c  until  it  melts,  and  the  points  of  arrows  arc  then  fmeared 
"  iih  it.  The  finalled  quantity  of  this  poifon,  conveyed  by  a 
"ound  into  the  red  blood  vefTels  of  an  animal,  caufes  it  to  cx^ 
l>Ire  in  lefs  than  a  minute, *wiihout  much  apparent  pain  or  un- 
l^’alinefs ;  though  flight  convulfions  arc  (bmetimes  feen  near  the 
bill  ant  of  expiration. 

Air.  Heriflhnt  declares,  that  he  was  told  by  M.  dc  la  Con- 
famine,  that  the  Indians  committed  the  care  of  boiling  the 
arrow- poifon  to  a  criminal  woman,  and  that  the  time  of  her 
death  was  an  indication  of  its  being  fufficiently  bailed.  But 
iu  this  particular' M.  de  la  Condamine  was,  doubclefs,  impofed 
^ipon,  as  it  has  all  the  air  of  a  fable,  and  as  the  Indians  here  s 
^vjporate  it  in  open  air,  without  the  lead  danger,  nfl  it  ac¬ 
quires  a  due  confidence,  which  is  all  that  is'propoftd,  and  is 
eafily  difeovered  wiihout  the  death  of  an  old  *  woman.  The 
fymptoms  which  Mr  Hrriflant  perceived,  miehtindeed  happen 
by  hard  boiling,  wbich^the  Indians  avokl,  and,  m  a  fmall  clefet,

The  poilhn,  when  thus  infpifTate'd,  Is  liqnifiaVle  by  heat, 
and  dlifrjlibie  in  water,  in  alcohol,  in  fpii  it  of  fea-falt,  and  in 
a  volatile  alkaline  fpirit,  as  alfo  in'blood,  filiva,  &c.  except  only 
a  very  fniall  part,  which  fublides  both  in  a  fpiritunus  and  ac* 
Cjiieous  nienllr  iain,  ami  piobably  ccnilfts  of  earthy  pariklts 
foret^n  to  the  compofiiion.  It  unites  with  a*ids  without  emo. 
li  )U,  or  change  of  colour.  On  mixing  it  with  alkalis  no  fbul« 
liiioii  is  .perceptible,  hut  the  colour  changes  from  a  reddifh 
brown  to  a  ycll<»widj  brf>wn.  A  few  grains,  mixed  with  as 
many  ounces  ut  human  blood,  from  the  veb.s,  intirelv 

prevents  a  leparation  of  feium  and  crairanientnm,  and  the 
vyhole  niafs  continues  united  iu  a  ilate  of  huidiiy,  fimilar  to 
that  in  which  it  is  drawii,  until  after  fome  days  it  puuiiits, 

,  Dou.Ull'n,  rpeaking  of  the  Indian  arr<)v/. poifon,  attributri 
to  it  a  frigoi'inc  quality,  and  fays  it  kills  by  Coagulating  the 
blood.  How  he  came  by  the  knowledge  of  thefe  particulars, 
I  am  uncertaia;  but  iW,  de  la  Condamine  no  where  mentiwit 
ihcai :  nor  did  am  figns  of  coagulation  ever  appear  iu  the 
fi  lids  of  thole  animals  which  have  been  killed  in  jLurope,  with 
the  poiforn>f  Lamas  r.nd  Ticunas.  But  if  w  hat  Uiloa  fays  be 
true,  the  ixiiGm  of  the  Ptrtivian  and  Amazonian  Indians  niuit 
be  didereiii  from  that  of  the  Indians  on,  the  coaihof  Guiana, 
fince  the  latter  rather  dilTblve.s.than  coagulates  the  blood,  ai 
I  have  difeovered  by  repeated  experiments;  and  tbat  it  is  not 
frigoritic,  is  evident  not  only  fronr  its  talle,  which  is  hitter 
and  extremely  pungent  and  hot, ,  but  becaufe.the  Arrowsukf 
^mnbine  it  with  red  pepper,  which  would  deftroy  its  efiWls  if 
they  depended  pn  a  frigorific  quality:  befidea,.  it  excites  .in¬ 
flammations  externally, as  I  once  induckily  ex|>erwnccd,  when, 
ftini.ig  a  fiarcel  of  human  Wood,  piufoned  therew  ith,  t  drop 
accidently  fell  into  iny  left  eye;  and  though  I.imnvediately 
pdm.iged  luy  liead  into  the  river  Denierary,  by  the*  fide  of 
.whic  h  'I  w  as  tlanding,  it  weyerthelefs  excited  a  painful  ii^aw- 
motion,  w'hich  copiinued  for  ieveral  days.  This  •  accident, 
however,  I  am  i'eniihle  is  not  alone  coiiclulive;  but  the  parti¬ 
culars  before  cited  iuhicieiulv  prewe  ijie  poiibn  of  Wooraraha* 
not  the  qualities  mentioned  by  tlloa,  W' ho  probably  wa»  ac- 
quaiiueil  only  with  the  puifon  of  J.ama%  as  it  does  not  appear 
.that  .he  ever  vifited  the  river  of  the  Amazons;  but  as  nciibcr 
this,  nor  the  Amazonian  poilbn,  alter  repeated  ^  expcrin^*®*** 
have  betrayed  thole  ipialities  he  afcribes.io  them,  it  app^oti 
probable,  that,  tor  w  ant  of  a  more  perfe^  knowledge  of  ibt 
action  of  poiiqns  in  general,  he  might  have  imagined  that  tho 
effects  of  the  arrow'-poifon  could  only  rcfult  from  refrigeration 
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anti  c(>a;!;ulaiion,  and  tbrreforc  endowed  them  with  thefe  qua^ 
liiif  s,  on  tiie  (Ircngth  of  conjecture,  fTo  be  continued^)

Tallis  illand  is  fuuaied  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  between  the 
1  iro;jics,  ill  the  i7ih  degree  of  northern  latitude  j  it  it 
;:b)ut  fifty  leagues  in  circuinference  :  it  |»roduces  various  kindt 
of  iu  iSage,  which  gn*.vs  fpontaneoufly,  and  different  forts  of 
ciuie,  particularly  hogs,  which  are  very  numerous,  and  the 
liioU  ci>ninu)n  r<K»d  of  the  inhabitants  :  the  cotfls  abound  w  ith 
great  variety  of  filli ;  and  the  Ceorgonians  are  particularly  ex* 
^)ert  at  liilang  with  Looks,  which  they  make  themlchcs  from 
a  ki'id  of  ibell,  refeinbling  mother  of-pearl,  and  with  lines 
made  of  the  l  ark  of  trees. 

I'pon  our  firlt  arrival  on  the  coafl,  many  of  the  natives,  ex« 
(Led  by  tlicir  ciiriolity  at  the  appearance  of  fo  uncommon  a 
jf.ixiio.neuon,  came  to  view  us  in  their  tanoe^,  wLilll  others 
oil  lliore  prepaied’ to  defend  thcmfclves  with  itones,  wlvich 
they  threw  in  great  numbers  ;  but  a  “VoUey  from  oiu*  camion 
aiid  imall  arms  foon  filcneed  them  ;  and  after  w'C  landed  they 
were  very  peaceable.  VVe  have  reafon  to  think,  that  their 
king  or  chief,' fell  in  thLs  fhort  conflict,  as  the  queen,  who  was 
one  of  life  talleft  and  motl  beautiful  wcMuen  in  the  country, 
ieeiiied  uuder  great  afHitflion.  She  relided  in  the  interior 
l)irt  of  the  country,  and  was  attended  by  feveral  of  the  na- 
lives  of  both  fexes,  who  carefully  obeyed  her,  fearful  of  tc- 
(civing  marks  of  her  difpleafure,  which  (be  teflified  by  the 
exertion  of  her  manual  powers* 

'I  he  inhabitants  are  nearly  of  the  fame  flatnrr  as  the  nor¬ 
thern  Europeans  ;  but  the  women  are,  in  general,  finall  in 
proportion,  and  have  not  difagreeablc  countenances.  Their 
complexion  borders  upon  a  copper-colour  ;  and  all  the  cover¬ 
ing  they  w'ear,  is  formed  of  a  kind  of  linen  made  from  the 
hark  of  trees',  which  they  mb  betvieen  two  Rones  till  they 
bring  it  to  that  texture,  when  it  refcmblcs  in  colour  Our 
brown  holland. 

They  are  great  thieves,  having  (lolen  from  us  every  thing 
they  could  lay  their  hands  on.  They  are  paHxonately  fond 
of  nails,  and  when  we  threw  them  into  the  fea,  ilies  dived 
for  them  like  dogs,  and  brought  them  up.  They  w*cre  con- 
itantly  comparing  their  (kin  with  ours,  pulling  upcurRJit- 
(Icevcs,  and  opening  our  bofomt ;  at  the  comparative  white- 

'  ‘  nefi 
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ncfi  of  which  they  would  exprefs  their  furprize  in  a-  kind  of 

gro.m. 

They  have  a  fort  of  wind  inftrunicnt,  rcfembling  a  flutr 
formed  of  a  reed,  with  three  holes,  with  which  they  make  a 
very  difagreeable  noifc,  and  dance  in  a  barbarous  manner  to 
this  mufic.  , 

They  dreCs  their  animal  food  upon  a  ftonc,  whkh  they 
make  very  hot,  and  which  ferves  them  as  a  kind  of  ftove  for 
all  cookery.  In  this  manner  they  drefs  whole  pigs,  after  ha* 
vlng  drawn  them,  and  cat  them  with  gieat  voracioufnefs,  fit¬ 
ting  upon  the  ground.  They  rrftdc  hi  low  thatched  huts, 
over  their  herds  of  fwine. 

Here  is  a  good  harlMuir,  which  might  be  rendered  very  fer* 
viceable  to  our  men  of  w  ar  and  privateers,  in  cafe  of  hoflilities 
with  Spain. 

After  having  remained  here  fix  weeks,  and  fixed  the  Eng- 
lifh  ftanclards  in  different  parts  of  the  illand,  capt.  Wallace 
prcfenied  the  queen  with  a  bale  of  blue  Englifh  cloth,  fuch  as 
we  make  failors  jackets  of,  with  which  fhe  feeined  greatly 
pleafed. 

'The  Georgonian  w’^omen  do  not  lay  any  claim  to  continence : 
and,  except  the  queen,  feeni  all  to  a  woman  addidted  to  pro- 
mifeuous  commerce.  The  following  fliort  relation  will  ferve 
to  illuftratc  this  :  Whilfl  we  lay  at  anchor,  many  of  the  Geor¬ 
gonian  men  and  w  omen  came  on  board  of  us,  and  among  the 
reft  a  female,  w  ho  feemed  particularly  fond  of  one  of  our  gen# 
tlemen  :  her  hufband,  however,  appeared  jealous  of  her,  being 
handfomcr  than  the  generality  of  her  country-women  ;  and  in 
order  to  get  rid  of  him,  and  enjoy  the  converlation  of  her  new 
lover,  file  cut  away  her  hufband's  canoe,  and  then  came  mn- 
ning  to  tell  him  of  the  accident.  He  immediately  flew  out  of 
i>ne  of  the  port-holes,  in  order  to  recover  it,  and  fhe  by  this 
means  remained  longer  with  her  lover. 

Origin  of  ihe  cujlom  of  fainting  thofc  'who  fnecze.  From  Dr 

Nugent’s  hijiory  of  Yvvlwqc, 


common  pradlice  of  fainting  thofe  who  fneeze,  u  ge* 
1  nerally  dated  from  the  age  of  Brunehaut,  and  thc'pon* 
ti.icatc  of  Gregory  the  Great.  It  is  faid,  that  in  the  time  of 
that  holy  prelate,  there  w  as  fo  contagious  a  malignity  in  the 
air,  that  thofe  vvho  unluckily  happened  to  fneeze,  expired  di¬ 
rectly.  This  made  the  religious  pontiff  enjoin  the  faithful 
certain  prayers,  accompanied  with  withes,  ilut  they  might  be 
Gved  from  ihe  dangerous  cffec^ts  of  the  corruption  of  the  air* 
This  is  a  lahle,  invented  contrary  to  all  the  rules  of  probability; 
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it  being  certain,  that  this  cuftom  fubdfted  from  the  mod  re* 
m.)ie  antiquity,  in  all  parts  of  the  known  world. 

Wc  read  in  mythology,  that  the  firft  fign  of  life  given  by 
the  man  whom  Prometheus  formed,  was  fneezing.  This  pre^ 
tended  creator,  as  we  are  told/  ftolc  part  of  the  rays  of  the 
lull,  and  with  them  filled  a  phial,  which  he  fealed  hermetic 
tally.  He  then  returned  with  fpeed  to  his  favourite  work, 
aiul  prefented  to  it  his  flatk  open.  The  folar  rays  had  lolt  no^ 
thing  of  their  acftivity ;  they  immediately  iufinuated  them* 
iWvcs  into  the  pores  of  the  ilatue,  and  made  it  Iheeze.  Pro- 
iiRtheus,  tranlported  at  the  fuccefs  of  his  machine,  had  re¬ 
coin  Ic  to  prayer,  and  uttered  wiflies  for  the  prefervaiion  of 
ilut  extraordinary  being.  His  creature  heard  him ;  he  rc- 
inenibered  the  willies,  and  took  particular  care,  upon  limilar 
occafioiis,  to  apply  them  to  his  defcendants;  who,  from  father 
to  foil  have,  to  this  day,  prelerved  it  in. all  their  colonies. 

The  Rabbins  in  fpeaking  of '  this  cudoni,  do  not  give  it  the 
fame  antiquity  :  they  tell  us,  that,  after  the  creation,  God 
nude  an  univerfal  law;  the  purport  of  which  was,  that  every 
living  man  ihould  fneeze  but  once  ;  and  that,  at  the  fame  in- 
Itant  he  (liould  render  his  foul  to  God,  without  any  previous 
indifpolitio'n.  facob,  whom  this  abrupt  manner  of  quitting 
the  world  by  no'  means  fuited,  and  who  defircd  to  have  it  in 
his  power  to  make  his  confciencc  eafy,  and  fettle  his  family- 
atfairs,  humbled  himfclf  before  the  Lord,  expodulated  with 
him  once  again,  and  prayed  with  the  utmofl  earnednefs,  to  be 
exempted  from  the  general  law.  His  prayers  were  heard,  he 
fiieczed,  but  did  not  die'.  All  the  princes  of  the  earth  being 
informed  of  the  fa<5t,  ordered  ,with  one  accord,  that,  for  the 
time  to  come,  fneezing  fliould  be  accompanied  with  thankf^ 
giving,  and  wi/lies  for  the  prolongation  of  life. 

W  e  may  trace  from  thefe  li<ftions,  the  origin  of  that  tradi¬ 
tion  and  hiftory,  which  place,  long  before  the  edablilhmcnt  of 
l-hrllHanity,  the  rife  of  this  piece  of  civility,  which  U  at  laft 
he  come  one  of  the  duties  of  Ibcial  life;  It  was  looked  upon  as 
vtry  ancient  in  the  time  of  Ariftotle,  who  did  not  know  its 
<irigin,  and  has  inveftigated  the  rcafon  of  it  in  his  problems. 
He  maintains  that  the  lirll  men,  prepoflelTed  in  favour  of  the 
head,  as  the  chief  leat  of  the  foul,  that  intelligent  fubflance, 
which  governs  and  animates  the.  whole  mafs,  have  carried  their 
rei'pect  for  it  fo  far,  as  to  honour  even  a  fneeze,  one  of  its 
manifefl  and  fendble  operations.  This  has  given  rile  to  the 
diderent  forms  of  compliments,  ufed  on  like  occa/ions,  among

3cc|  niwt»incc  with  the  art  of  government,  particularly  that  of*'Kng« 
Uiid,  where  it  was  then  a  ruling  maxim  in  the  politics  of  the  prince^ 
t'j  take  every  occaliotr  of  increaftng  the  royal  domain  at  the  expCntd 
of  the  great  b  irons.  As  this  was  a  lelFon  no  where  more  utefal*  than 
i.i  Scotland,  where  iiiaBy  barons  pofTciTed  a  territory  little' inferior* to 
the  patrifiiony  of  the  crown,  James  was  no  fooncr  releafed  from  hit 
r.iptivity,  than  he  began  to  put  in  pra^ice  this  maxim  of  Englifh  p6* 
Utiis;  but,  in  executing  his  feheme,  he  prrereded  with 'rather  too 
much  precipitation,  and  thereby  fo  provoked  his  fubjctfls,  that  they 
(juickly  formed  a  confpiracy  againlt  him,  which  obliged  him  to  reihii’ 
vjui'h,  very  abruptly,  an  expedition  he  was  then  fuccefsfulTy  profecut* 
ing  3gaif)(l  England.  This  did  not,  however,  (top  the  machinations 
of  the  confpirators,  of  whom  the  moft  active  was  Robert  Graham,  th# 
uncle  and  guaidian  of  the  young  earl  Palatine  of  29tratbern,  who  had 
been,  by  Jimes,  very  unjuitly  dilpoilrlTed,  under  colour  of  law,  ' of 
that  e.xtenlivc  earldom*  The  king,  at  laft,  attoned  for  his  opprelBon 
his  life.—  Has  this  the  appearance  of  a  blind  fubmhfioo  to  def* 
potic  mealure*  ?  ^  * 

j^mes  II.  regardlefs  of  this  example,  porfued  the  very  fame  pmjeft- 
that  h^d  uccaiioned  his  father's  ruin.  This  conduA  involved  him  in' 
ccMitiiiinl  liilputes  with  his  principal  fubjeifts,  which,  in  all  probability, 
would  have  proved  as  fatal  to  him  as  to  his  father,  il  an  accidentiiP 
death  had  nut  pul  an  early  period  to  his  reign.  **  ‘ 

James  ill.  by  unwifeJy  imitating  the  condu^  of  his  father,  render^ 
rd  his  r^ign  one  continued  feene  of  commotions,  till  at  'length  hit 
nobles  were  exafperated  to  foch  g  degree,  that  they  levied  forces  and 
rppofed  him  in  the  open  field.  The  king  loll  hit  life  in  the  battle* 
This  infatuated  prince  had  bis  favourites  too,  who  ingroffed  hiii  whole 
confidence,  laboured  to  increafe  hisjealoufy  of  hit  principal  barons, 
and,  in  a  word,  direded  ail  bis  councils  But  tbofe  favoiii'its  were, 
like  my  friend  the  author  of  the  North  Briton,  unprirtcspied ftiltms  of 
Ujeure  birth,  and  like  him,  ailed  from  private  motive  sbf  refentmeht  aug 
feij  inUreJl.  They  met  with  a  fate  worthy  of  their  rank  and  their 
cilcics:  The  dilco^tcctcd  barons  went  in  a  body  to  the  tent  of  ihd 
king,  though  tbca  at  the  bead  of  a  powerful  army,  leiztd  on  fix  of 
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tb<>r€  niKcretntF,  and  hanged  them  t>ver  a  neighbottring  bridgt«««*

tive  of  fuch  fitil  confequencet  to  himUlf  and  his  poderity,  tw  the  glo, 
rious  xra  of  the  revolution »  the  internal  bidory  of  Scotland  exhiblu, 
jn  a  great  meafure,  one  perpetual  druggie  between  the  prerogative  of 
the  crown,  and  the  privileges  of  the  people.  , 

To  what  extremity  the  difputes  were  carried  in  the  time  of  our 
lovely  but  unfortunate  Queen  Mary,  mud  be  fo  well  kaow^  to  every 
£ngiiihman  of  any  reading,  as  to  make  it  unnecedary  for  me  to  re*^ 
mind  him  of  it.  She  was,  by  her  (ubjesds,  obliged  to  encoarage  a  ra« 
ligion  contrary  to  that  of  her  heart,  and  to  perfecute  t hole  of  bit. 
own  periu  ifioq. — She  was  forced  to  receive  as  her  hufband  a  mao  for 
whom  (he  entcTtaioed  no-  afie^inn — She  w'as  oppofed  by.  them  io 
battle — made  a  priloncr — dethroned — and  at  lalt  expelled  her  own 
kingdom.
